"Honest .lohn” mi Ids Imrse. He had a very iiotiee- 
alde hollow III the haek, good width of simidder 
and a peculiar east of <*oniiti'iiaiiee there was no 
iiiislakiiig. He was altogetlnT a well-made little 
niaii: hut he was scarcely ever a great Imrseiiian.
